Irish birth or extraction are not loyal to 
America. He expressed his appreciation 
of the compliment paid him by being made 
the special guest of the evening. 


Thomas Callau was next introduced and 
gave an interesting account of his prison 
experiences in 
Engl >nd.

FORMAI; PRESENTATION OF THE 


KEYS TO THE MAYOR, 


Address Upon Educational Matters by 


Dr. Hall. 


Yesterday afternoon the new high school 


building on Kirk street was formally dedi- 
cated to the noble purposes for which it 
was erected. 


Shortly belore two o'clock, the hour set 


for the exercises, the parents and friends 
of the pupils and invited quests began 
to 


gather within the building. Many took 
advantage of the opportunity to look into 
the different class rooms, and to take a 
general survey of the building. The exer- 
cises were held in the school hall, on the 
main floor, and at the entrance the guests 
were met by a number of, officers of the 
high school battalion, the latter in dress 
uniform who served as ushers. Programs 
were distributed by a score of pretty young 
high school lasses. 


The large hal! beautiful In itself, was 


without 
decorations, the 
only attempt 


being made on the stage where numerous 
potted plants were arranaed around the 
edge. . A single bouquet of choice cut 
flowers omitted sweet odors. 


The following persons occupied seats ou 
the platform: His Honor, Mayor Pi&kman, 
alderman Westall, Superintendent Whit- 
comb, Principal C'obuni, School Coromit- 
teemen Rev. E. A. Greene, Lawrence J.

Marren, president 
of the Lowell Catholic Union.

hirst, the Moody school, a thor- 


oughly equipped institution:- the Memorial 
building erected in honor of those who 
fousrht so valiantly i'n the late war; the city 
ball, a building devoted to general muni- 
cipal purposes; and lastly tills grand build- 
ing, 
wherein the proper education of the 


youth will be carried on.,' 
He spoke of 


the educational advantages offered in this 
grand building and then forma'ly presented 
the kfys of the building- to His Honor 
Mayor Pickmau. 


Mayor Piekman in accepting the keys 


made a fitting response. 'Ho referred to 
thf high, school as assort -of migratory 
school', the site of whose building has been 
changed from time to time until today it 
has been (irmly planted. He pictured the 
learning received In the school,and showed 
with what a longing the youth in the prim- 
ary and grammar schools cast, their eyes 
toward the high school, looking to the day 
when they perhaps would be classed among 
its pupils. 
His Honor then paid a glowing tribute to 


Principal poburn, and praised his worth 
find work in the highest terms. 
He also 


referred to the former principals of the 
school, and said the city was fortunate in 
the choice of the principals of her high 
school. 
He then turned the keys over to Princi- 
pal (Joburn. 


Mr. Coburn in receiving tho keys, thank- 


ed the mayor and the committee for the 
work they had performed in behalf of the 
pupils and teachers of the school and said 
be hopad that in return the school would 
turn out good citizens. 


The American quartette rendered"Firm- 


y stand my nati-ve land." 


Dr. G. Stanley Hall, 


president of Clark university,of Worcester, 
Mass., was the nest speaker. 
Ho com- 


menced bis address by stating that last 
year the directors of his institution sent 
him to Europe to visit oach country, ex- 
cepting Portugal, and examine their edu- 
cational institutions. 
In England he found that after discuss- 


ing the subject for 15 years, they had final- 
ly decided, last year, to establish 
free 
school at an annual outlay of £3,500,000. 
One year ago last fail ihe scheme to erect 
Albert University was planned and consum- 
mated. 
In fact, during the past five years 
Eng- 


land has made more progress, educational- 
ly than in the 20 years previous, 
In Scotland he found that all the Insti- 


tutions had baen reconstructed; and Ken- 
sington univeisity had introduced the 
sciences into all the schools. 
Two years 


ago a uornal school was established and 
is an important factor in education. 


Passing to Sweden the speaker said this 


country is best known in Europe on ac- 
oouut of the establishment of its pure 
scientific schools of learning. 
It leads the 


world in high schools of science, and a 
young Swede can gradate from one of 
these schools, enter college, and receive 
his degree without knowing a syllable of 
Latin or Greek. Stockholm, has a univer- 
sity, founded and donated by a lady who 
visited America last fall and here the 
youths are given a high university 
educa- 


tion. 
The speaker then referred to the Swe- 


dish systfcin 
of gymnastics which 
he 


praised in great terms. 
In Finland is one of the best universities 


of its kind in the world, and it is really 
surprising to note how adept and learned 
they are in science. 


Russia, a countryjwbere more than 34 


languages, are spoken, has totally recon- 
structed its school system, When lie was 
there people were donating rings,ear-riugs, 
pins, old books, in fact alm'ost everything 
to equip the university at Tomsk, in the 
very heart of Siberia. 
Visiting Turkey he found that a high 


school had just been established at Con- 
stantinople where all the modorn languages 
are taught. He believed that in this coun- 
try there are high schools not so well 
equipped as this one at Constantinople. 


Spain presents the dark side of educa- 


tion in Europe, and the condition then 
might well be summed up,in the statement 
of 
a Spanish 
schoolmaster 
who had 


taught for 30 years, and was 13 years be 
hind in his salary. 
"I pray to God, every 


day, that some country, having more re- 
spect for education, will conquer Spain." 


,The chief function of Germany is to give 


the best education possible. Every officer 
of the government here, is a civil service 
scholar. 
They pay u the 
greatest at- 


tlon to 
education. *Whv? S3 per cent. 


of 
the 
chemical products of

world are found by Germans. Not other, 
country has inade such, a. great study, and

her military schools are among the finest 
in the world. Italy's educational advan- 
tages 
^.re excellent and in France, the 


change is marvelous. In 1870, the appro- 
priation for schools was increased by a lit- 
tle over 700 per cent, and the amount was 
used in, building schools, securing appar- 
atus, etc. Th^ pagn in history treating 
of tho advance made by France in educa- 
tional matters, shines brilliantly. 


In America great advancement lias been 
made. The World has come to see, that 
progress in tho arts o£ peace and war de 
pends upon the slate of science. Tho apex 
of our system is in Europe and last year 
411 of our college graduates went to 
Europe to complete their education. 


Men have begun to refer all this progress 


of life back to the simple elements of life. 
In fine the world is coming brick to the old 
healthy Platonic style, which regarded 
youths and maids in their teens as the best 
objects of service and sometimes reverence. 


I congratulate the citizens of Lowell on 
the completion of this grand building. 
This state is by far the best equipped in 
high schools.

Dr. G. Stanley Hall, 


president of Clark university,of Worcester, 
Mass., was the ' nest speaker. He com- 
menced his address by stating that last 
year ihe directors of nis institution sent 
him to Europe to visit each country, ex- 
cepting Portugal, and examine their edu- 
cational institutions. 


In England he found that after discuss- 


ing the subject for 15 years, they bad final- 
ly decided, laat year, to establish iree 
school at an annual outlay of £3,500,000. 
One year a^o last fall the scheme to erect 
Albert "University was planned and consum- 
mated. 


•In fact, during the past five years 
Eng- 


land has made more progress, educational- 
ly than in the 20 years previotis. 


In Scotland he found that, all the insti- 


tutions had been reconstructed; and Ken- 
sington university had introduced 
the 


sciences into all tlie schools. 
Two years 


ago a normal school was established and 
is au important factor in education. 


Passing to Sweden the speaker said this 


country is best known in Europe on ac- 
count of the establishment of its pure 
scientific schools of learning. 
It leads the 


world in high schools of science, and a 
young Swede can gradute from one of 
these schools, enter college, and receive 
his degree without knowing a syllable of 
Latin or Greek. Stockholm, has a univer- 
sity, founded and donated by a lady who 
visited America last Fall and here the 
youths are given a high university educa- 
tion. 


The speaker then referred to the Swe- 


dish system 
of gymnastics 
which 
he 


praised in great terms. 


In Finland is one of the best universities 


of its kind in the world, and it is really 
surprising to note how adept and learned 
they are in science. 


.Russia, a countryjwhere more than M 


languages, are spoken, has totally recon- 
structed its school system. When he was 
there people were donating rings,ear-rings, 
pins, old books, in fact alm'ost everything 
to equip the university at Tomsk, in the 
very heart of Siberia. 


Visiting Turkey he found that a high 


school had just been established at Con- 
stantinople where all the modern languages 
are taught. He helieved that in this coun- 
try there are high schools not so well 
equipped as this one at Constantinople. 


Spain presents the dark side of educa- 


tion in Europe, and tbe condition then 
might well be summed np,in the statement 
of 
a Spanish 
schoolmaster 
who had 


taught for 30 years, and was 13 years be 
hind in his salary. "I pray to God, every 
day, that some country, having more re- 
spect, for education.-will conquer Spain." 


The chief function of Germany is to give 


the best education possible. Every officer 
of the government here, is a civil service 
scholar. 
They -pay&T the 
greatest 
at- 


tion to 
education. 'Whj7 S3 per cent. 


of 
the 
chemical products; of 
the 


world are found hy Germans. Ho other 
country has made sueb. a great study, and 


her military schools are among the finest 
in the world. Italy's educational advan- 
tages are excellent and in France, the 
cbange is. marvelous. In 18"G, the appro- 
priation for schools was increased bv a lit- 
tle over 700 per cent, and the amount was 
used in. building schools, securing appar- 
atus, etc. Th| paen .in history treating 
of the advauce'made by France in educa- 
tional matters, shines brilliantly. 


Iu America great advancement has been 


niiule. The world has come to see. that 
progress in the arts of peace aud war 
de- 


pends upon the slate of science. Tlie apex 
of our system is in Europe and last year 
411 of our 
college graduates went to 


Europe to complete their education 


Men have begun to refer all this progress 


of life back to the simple elements of life. 
Tn fine the world Is coming back to the old 
healthy Platonic style, which regarded 
youths and maids in their teens as the best 
objects of service aud sometimes reverence. 


I congratulate the citizens of Lowell on 


the completion of this grand building. 
This stnte is by far the best equipped in 
high schools.

tion: ''What does it profit a young man 
or maiden if lie. or she gain the whole 
world oE knowledge aud lose hia or her 
health"?

First, lot it bo understood I hat I fully 


realize the extent and power of tlio cx- 
ibting lrn.de union movement. I know 
that until "hard times" H truck us a lew 
months ago it w.is making Steady nd- 
vnnces, and that it h.tct held its own re- 
markably well daring tlio depression. I 
know that it' it had not boon for tho 
trades unions labor in -this country 
would today bo in a situation horrible to 
think of, but I also know that tho con- 
ditions under which industry is carried 
on aro rupirl.ly changing, and that dur- 
ing tho iioxfc year of depression thoro 
"will bo innovations and realignments 
in methods oi' production—and distribu- 
tion, too—which will, when "tho busi- 
ness revival" comes, present a system in 
which thn old methods oi' organization 
•will not be competent to protect tho 
wii go workers except irirare and unimpor- 
tant instances w her especial skill w distill 
bo required and tho demand for crafts- 
men is equal to the supply. From what 
I hayo written you will understand that 
I believe that the future of labor do- 
ponds upon the rapid organization of all 
wagoworkors, •whether mechanics, ma- 
chine tenders or laborers, and I think 
they should be compactly united. 


Every influence at the command of tho 


American Federation of Labor should be 
exerted to increase the membership and 
power of tho organizations within its 
fold, and I believe that will be done; 
but, 
as I have already said, that is not 


nil—nor half. 
To got right down to 


business: Either the Knights of Labor 
must bo thoroughly and quickly reor- 
ganised, or another organization upon 
tho lines they followed up to, say, Janu- 
ary, 1880, must bo started and pushed 
throughout tho length and breadth of 
1his country. 
Tho principles xipou 


which the Knights of Labor were organ- 
ized and extended until thoy reached tho 
proud position o£ tho greatest 1 jor or- 
ganization the world ever knew are 
broad enough, deep enough and high 
enough to servo as the foundation of an 
impregnable fortress of labor and an 
everlasting temple of justice. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of earnest, intelli- 
gent working men who aro not now 
members of tho order •will, I know, say 
"Amen!" to those words. But will they 
not do moro than say "Amen 1" if they 
aro asked? 


"Well, why did the Knights of Labor 


shrink away to almost nothing, if there 
is such power in its principles?" I think 
J hear a croaker ask. Ah-, my friend, 
thereby hangs a talo. II is a long tale 
or a short ono, jnstasthorelator pleases, 
but let mo tell it to you, us I remember 
it, but briefly: Ou the night of Doc. 
28, 1809, in tho home of one of their 
number, in Philadelphia, seven men, 
who were members of tho garment cut- 
ters' 
xiniou, formed an organization 


which thoy named tho Knights of Labor, 
though it was 13 years. later that tho 
name becamo p'ublic, The organization 
grew slowly for the first fow years, but 
it was a wholesome growth. I need not 
trace tho progress of the movement from 
stago to stage; it is familiar to all 
renders. Bub I must quote a few words 
from tho address delivered at tho'first 
annual mooting by Uriah S. Stephens, 
the master workman, because they aro 
just as fittmu; now as they wore 011 Jan. 
13, 1871. 


Mr, Stephens called attention to the 


deplorable condition of tho workers, and 
then said: 


Whoro lies Uio fault that this condition of 


thinga exists? Mainly with oni'sclvos. Dis- 
jointed and inharmonious, no (ouecrtt'd jic- 
tion, not ovon mufh mutual icHpcet. * * 
* 


What is tho loriiocly? 
f'nllmuo lucnclsliip 


among tho groat brotherhood of toil; loarn to 
respect industry in ihn port-on of every intelli- 
gent v.'orlccr: unmako tho shams of life bv def- 
erence to tlio humble but UbOl'ul craftsmen; 
bet;ot concert of action by conciliation, confi- 
dence by jubfe and upright conduct touard each 
other. * * * 


Built upon those sentiments, ampli- 


fied in the declaration of principles aft- 
erward adopted by tho general assembly, 
the order appealed to every thmldng 
worker, and as it becamo known of tho 
toilers grew. Tho general assembly was 
formed in Beading, Pa., iu January, 
1878, 
and Uriah S. Stephens was elected 


grand master workman. The third reg- 
ular session of the general assembly was 
held in Chicago in September, 1879. 
Terence V. Powdorly was chosen grand 
master-workman at this session, and he 
continued in that position until the time 
of his resignation last month at the Phil- 
adelphia session. 


At the Pittsburg session, in September, 


1880, 
Master "Workman Powderly made 


use of language which should have been 
quoted on the floor of tho general assem- 
bly in Philadelphia in November, 1898— 
IS years otter. Here was what no said:

The order grew cnoimoublyiii 1885 and

tion of the Richmond session beon guided 
by wisdom I firaily believe there would 
bo 5,000,000 Knights of Labor in the 
United Slates alone today. From tho 
close of that'session the decline began, 
and it gathered momentum as it went, 
until now tlio entire membership is legs 
than it was in 1884, I am not blabbing 
secrets, for I am only repeating what ev- 
erybody knows—or claims to know. At 
any rate, it is better to face tho cold facts 
right at the start—if a new start is made, 
and that is what I hopo for. Now I come 
to the answer of my croaker friend's 
query, "Why has lho;ordor lost the pres- 
tige it once hadt"' Because it has been 
mismanaged. There it is in five words. 


I do not rei'evito ill advised'strikes and 


boycotts. What organization has not a 
long h.st of those in its records? Nor do 
I tnoan that the ordor suffered greatly 
from tho misuse of funds. 
Of course, it 


is well understood that at times the 
funds were weakened by foolish expen- 
ditures, but the mismanagement cut 
deeper than those things. It under- 
mined tlio very foundations upon which 
tho order rested. The policy enforced 
created antagonisms in tho very heart of 
tho order and iirrayed against each other 
men who had taken the obligation "to 
defend the lii'o and reputation of a broth- 
er." It was tho policy of war to the 
(loath ngainst all other labor organiza- 
tions. The thousands of men who had 
been schooled in the trades unions, and 
who still retained thoir membership in 
the organization of thoir craft while en- 
deavoring to holp on tho broader move- 
ment by working actively with the 
Knight1!, wore told that not only must 
tho unions uo wiped out, but that the 
union men in tho order must give adher- 
ence to the programme of annihilation 
or get out. This scheme, which was 
hatched by a handful of narrow minded 
bigots and would-bo bosses, was several 
years working before it came to a head 
and blasted the great ordor. 


By the use of trickery, bribery, cajol- 


ery and flattery, a majority was wheeled 
into battle array against trades unions 
and union members at Richmond. Not 
10 dnys olapfaod after tho deed was done 
until half the delegates who had given 
it support knew a great mistake had 
been made. Everybody knows it now. 
Mr. Powderly lins declared time and 
again that if he could have but one wish 
it would be that the order could go back 
to the opening hour of the Richmond 
session. I am now fully satisfied that 
tho general master workman was de- 
coivod at Richmond and tricked by the 
men who wore his enemies as well as 
the enemies of tho traded unionists in 
tho order. The passage of the resolu- 
tion against the cigar makers was not the 
only deed of the' assassins; nearly every 
legislative act of that session pointed in 
the same direction. They were deftly 
hinged together, and combinations were 
made and votos traded to secure tho 
passage of measures which, taken singly, 
-Mad a comparatively small following. 


Not only did the action taken at the 


Richmond session eventually drive near- 
ly all members of trades unions out of 
the order, bnt it brougtit on s war be- 
tween tho order and the unions. The 
leaders of tho two branches of the labor 
movement were publicly arrayed against 
each other, and tho discouraging spec- 
tacle of tho giant'Labor destroying itself 
•vvns spread before the world. Misunder- 
standings o£ a trifling character have 
been fanned into hot and bitter, antagon- 
isms; insignificant grievances of one or- 
ganisation against another have been 
magnified into stupendous wrongs, and 
for seven years organized labor has, like 
a drnnknn profligate, squandered its 
strength and substance in brawls, and 
brotherly love and kindred interests have 
been told lo go to the dogs. This is 
plain talk, but it ia modern history, and 
110 one is prepared to controvert it. Plu- 
tocracy hiisn't overlooked it. Corpora- 
tion bosses have looked on and smiled. 
It was thoir hour to smile. 


But let us turn away from the con- 


templation of the unpleasant past and 
turn our oyc-s toward tho future. Can- 
not tho labor movement be revived, 
given new life and started once more on 
the road to a thorough union of all the 
workers in this country? I believe it 
can. 
I know it can if the old guard will 


put their shoulders to the wheel and aid 
tho young and enthusiastic champions, 
who aro hesitating because of the dis- 
couraging stories they hoar told by the 
"old timers." 
The experience of the 


past six or seven years can be made the 
most valuable in the history of the labor 
movement if we will but profit thereby. 
The mistakes made can be avoided in the 
future if men but will it so. There need 
be no fear of selfish and crooked schem- 
ers; they can only do harm when there 
js weakness in the form and methods of 


an organization. The great blunder oi 
the past has been the existence of two 
distinct organizations of the same.craft 
for tho same purpose. 
The Knights of 


Labor made a false step when trades- 
men were organized into a trade assem- 
bly while there was already in exist- 
ence a union of that trade. 
Thero you 


have the root of all the trouble. 


That difficulty can bo avoided in the 


future, and it must be if the labor forces 
are to cope successfully with the condi- 
tions which confront thorn. It is not 
my purpose, nor is it my business, to set 
down here in elaborate detail a form 
organization. That can be attended to 
&t the proper time by the authorized and 
yuahiied representatives of labor. 
But 


this much I will say: The Knights of La- 
bor should at once amalgamate all their 
trado assemblies with the unions of the 
Fame trado, where such exist, and con- 
fine their work hereafter to organizing 
mixed assemblies, to building up their 
tlistucts which are the exclusive organi- 
zations of their several callings, and to 
assisting the trades tmions in bringing 
•within thoir folds every craftsman who 
is not associated with his follow work- 
men. This last suggestion may make 
soiuo thoughtless or prejudiced Knight 
smile, bnt T romombor when that was 
ono of tho cardinal principles of Knight- 
hood, and it did as much as any othor 
ono thing to make tho order popular and 
strong. A groat many bitter contests 
will havo to be closed, but they imist bo 
closed if labor is to accomplish anything 
for itself, and no true friend of the toiler 
will stand in the way. 


Tho trades unionists on their part 


must join hands with tho organizers of 
tho unidentified workers, and, as they 
did eight years ago, give of their expe- 
rience and means to the organization of 
all kinds of laborers. The men with 
trades, do not, with rare exceptions, oc- 
cupy the independent positions they held 
a few years ago, and no matter how sol 
idly they may be organized the time has 
come, hastened by labor saving machin- 
ery, 
when they must stand or fall with 


tho unskilled workers. Intelligent trades 
unionists know this, and, given some- 
thing to work upon, they are ready to act, 
Finally, all the forces of labor must be 
united by some form of federation into 
one great American union. It can be done, 
and it will be done. If the men who are 
at tho front now are not willing to take 
tho necessary steps, others must lead off, 
It is in tho air. Come, ye captains of 
the scattered army-of industry, wipe out 
all grudges and grievances and assemble 
to counsel as comrades and patriots for 
tho marshaling of labor's hosts into the 
grand army of the American union I

Chinese labor Strikes. 


Leo Morriwoather of the national la- 


bor bureau says the Chinese working- 
men of San Francisco are organized into 
the strongest unions to be f onnd in this 
country, and that they seldora if ever 
lose a strike. He declares that the Chi- 
nese are successful in their strikes on 
account of the influence of the highbind- 
ers, who mercilessly enforce the regula- 
tions of the unions. 
If a Chinaman 


should return to work before the strike 
was off, he would be blacklisted and 
would very soon disappear. He might 
go to the east or he might be murdered. 
Californians care so little for tho Chinese 
that no inquiries are made. 


Mr. Merriweather gives an instance of 


a shoe factory in which both whites and 
Chinese are employed. The proprietor 
issued an order that the laborers must 
stand while at work. Both whites and 
Chinese struck, but within two weeks 
the white workmen yielded and camo 
back. 
ont until the employer surrendered. Aft- 
er that tho Chinamen sat at work and 
the white laborers stood.

The second was near the close 
of the fifties, in the London building 
trades. The third great one was that of 
the engineers for nine hours a day. 


From that old trade unionism has 


grown tho greatest and strongest single 
labor organization iri the world—tho 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers of 
England. Its enormous fund is well in- 
vested and managed by the very best 
trade unionists living. 


The next strongest single labor organ- 


ization is tho Amalgamated Cotton Spin- 
ners of Lancashire, so powerful as to 
have been able to maintain a high rate 
of wages and high standard of living for 
the last, 80 years.—William Clarke's Bos- 
ton Address. 


Foreign Laborers Gains; Home. 


The industrial depression has caused 


many Eluropoan workmen who came to 
the United States during the past few 
years to return to their native countries. 
Thousands of Italians, Greeks and other 
laborers who have been thrown out of 
work have taken passage for Europe dur- 
ing the past two months, and thousands 
more are going as fast as they can get 
away. They can live more cheaply in 
their native countries than here, and the 
rates for steerage passage eastward are 
BO low that nearly all who desire to go 
may do so. Some of these men will 
probably return to this country next 
spring if the outlook for work he 
brightens. Many will never come back. 


Cotnto do Paris on tabor Unions. 


The Comte do Paris during his exile in 


England, while Louis Napoleon ruled in 
France, made a close study of the eco- 
nomic conditions of the English working 
classes, especially in relation to trades 
unions, and he embodied the results of 
his observation in an interesting book. 
Since his return to England he has re- 
sumed the study of the same siibject, 
and is about to issue a pamphlet in sup- 
port of the right of association in France.

an organization. The great blunder of 
the past haa been the existence of two 
distinct organizations of the same.craft 
for tho same purpose. The Knights of 
Labor made a false step when trades- 
men were organized into a trade assem- 
bly while there was already in exist- 
ence a union of that trade. There you 
have the root of all the trouble. 


First, let it bo understood tliat I fully 


realize the extent and power of tho ex- 
isting -trade nnion movuninnt. I knmv 
that until "hard times" .struck us a fp.w 
months ago it was making steady ad- 
vnnces, and that it lina held its own re- 
markably well during tho depression. I 
know that it' it had not been for tho 
trade? tinions labor in -this country 
would today bo in a fdtnation horrible to 
think of, bnt I also know that the r.ou- 
ditiong under which industry is carried 
on aro rapidly changing, and that dur- 
ing tho next year of depression there 
•will bo innovations and realignments 
in methods of production—and distribu- 
tion, too—which will, whcu "tho busi- 
ness revival" comes, present a system in 
which -,hn old methods of organization 
will no be competent to protect tho 
wngcwo:'ters esceptinrara and unimpor- 
tant instn ices where special skill w ill still 
be required and tho demand for crafts- 
men is equal to-the supply. From what 
I have written you will understand that 
I believe that the future of labor de- 
pends upon the rapid organization of all 
wiigeworkers, whether mechanics, ma- 
chine tenders or laborers, and I think 
they should bo compactly united. 


Every influence at the command of the 


American Federation of Labor should be 
exerted to increase the membership and 
power of tho organizations within its 
fold, and I believe- that will be done; 
but, as I havo already said, that is not 
all—nor half. 
To get right down to 


business: Either the Knights of Labor 
must be thoroughly and quickly reor- 
ganized, or another organization upon 
tho lines they followed up to, say, Janu- 
ary, I860, must bo started and pushed 
throughout the length .and breadth of 
this country. 
The principles upon 


which the Knights of Labor were organ- 
ized and extended until they reached tho 
proud position of the greatest L.'jor or- 
ganization tiie world ever knew are 
broad enongh, deep enough and high 
enough to servo as the foundation of an 
impregnable fortress of labor and an 
everlasting temple of justice. 
Hun- 


dreds of thousands of earnest, intelli- 
gent workingmen who aro not now 
members of the order will, I Icnow, say 
"Amen!'1 to those words. But will they 
not do more than say "Amenl" if they 
are asked? 


The order grew enormously in ISSoand 


1RSI), and on June :JO of tho latter year it 
hail 7'J9,GC? members, a growth in two 
y.-arrioF about GW).000. "When the gen- 
eral assembly mot in 'Richmond, in Octo- 
ber, li-J.Sfi, tlie muinborshij) qf thn order 
was, in round numbers, 1,000,000, This 
v.-as tho high water -mark. Had.tho ac- 
tinu of thollichiiioiid sessionbeon guided 
by wisdom I firmly-believe there would 
bo !5,00(),000 Knights of Labor in the 
United States alone today. From tho 
close of that session the decline begau, 


gathered 'momentum as it went, 


"Well, -svhy did the Knights of Labor 


shrink away to almost nothing, if there 
is such power in its principles?" I think 
I hear a croaker ask. Ah-, my friend, 


and 
until now the entire membership is less 
than it was in 1884. • J am not blabbing 
eecrets, for I am only, repeating what ev- 
erybody knows—or claims to know. At 
any r.-ite, it is-better to face the cold facts 
right ut thostntt—if a new start is made, 
and that is what I hope for. Nowl como 
to the answer of my croaker friend's 
query, "Why has tho;ordcr lost the pres- 
tige it once bud?" Because it has been 
mismanaged. Thero it is in five words. 


I do not refer-to ill advised-strike.? and 


boycotts. What organization has not a 
long list of these in its records? Nor do 
I mean that the order suffered greatly 
from the misuse of funds. 
Of course, it 


is well understood that at times the 
funds were weakened by foolish expen- 
ditures, but tho mismanagement cut 
deeper than these things, It under- 
mined the very foundations upon which 
tho order rested. Tho policy enforced 
created antagonisms in tho very heart of 
tho order and arrayed against each other 
men who had taken the obligation "to 
defend the life and reputation of a broth- 
er." It was the policy of war to the 
death against all other labor organiza- 
tions. The thousands of men who had 
been schooled in the trades unions, and 
who still retained thoir membership in 
the organization of their craft while en- 
deavoring to help on tho broader move- 
ment by working actively with the 
Knights, were told that not only must 
the unions Ijo'viped out, but that the 
union men in the order must give adher- 
ence to the programme of annihilation 
or get out. This scheme, wliich was 
hatched by ahandful of narrow minded 
bigots and would-be bosses, was several 
years working before it came to a head 
and blasted tilts great order. 


That difficulty can be avoided in the 


future, and it must be if the labor forces 
are to cope successfully with the condi- 
tions which confront them. It is not 
my purpose, nor is it my business, to set 
down here in elaborate detail a form of 
organization. That can be attended to 
»t the proper timo by the authorized and 
ijualilied representatives of labor. 
But 


this much I will say: The Knights of La- 
bor should at once amalgamate all their 
trade assemblies with the unions of the 
Fame trade, where such exist, and con- 
fine their work hereafter to organizing 
mixed assemblies, to building np their 
districts which are the exclusive organi- 
zations of their several callings, and to 
assisting the trades unions in bringing 
within their folds every craftsman who 
is not associated with his fellow work- 
men. 
This last suggestion may maka 


aoino thoughtless or prejudiced Knight 
smile, but I remember when that was 
ono of the cardinal'principles of Knight- 
hood, and it did as much as any other 
ono thing to make tho order popular and 
strong. A great many bitter contests 
will havo to be closed, but they must bo 
closed if labor is. to accomplish anything 
for itself, and no true friend of tho toiler 
will stand in the way. 


Tha trades unionists on their part 


must join hands with the organizers of 
the unidentified workers, and, as they 
did eight years ago, give of their expe- 
rience and means to the organization of 
all kinds of laborers. The men with 
trades, do not, with rare exceptions, oc-

RULES FOB, KEEPING THE HANDS 


WHITE AND ATTEACTIVE. 


Use of the Word Rhodaiuontade—Enconr-: 


acement .For "Dyspeptics—How to, Keep

the hands smooth. Be careful first of 
the soap.

If obliged to come in cpntactwithcoarse 
Mtchen soap, you -will want a more 
speedy remedy than the glycerirrl'otioriB. 
The vinegar cruet will-supply this. Pour 
n little on your hands and. let it dry in. 
Lemon juice -is better if Equally con- 
venient. Glycerin and rose water will 
eventually le'stbra the skin to softness 
and whiteness. 


Now to remove stains or diacoloratioua. 


A- few grains c-f chloride of lime in warm 
water will-whiten the hands almost im- 
mediately. 
Gowland!s lotioni.persistent- 


ly used will make a cure for grimy, 
dingy looking skin. As it-is-very-espen- 
tive and sometimes-hard to get, tho fol- 
lowing is'the formula: Jordan almonda 
(blanched), 1 ounce; bitter almonda 
(blanched),2.toO dramsj distilled water, 
one-half pint. Stir and add'gradrzally to 
the-strained emulsion bichloride of mer- 
cury, 15 grains of the coarse powder, 


•hich has teon already dissolved in one- 


half pint of distilled water. Dip a cloth 
in this and wet the -nands"with it night 
and morning. 


Always remova rings before using 


this, aa there is mercury in it. Don't 
wash the hands in hot water or put 
them in it if not compelled, but-wash

By the use ciE trickery, bribery, cajol- 


ery and flattery, a mnjority ivas wheeled 
into battle array against trades unions 
nnd union members at Richmond. Not 
10 d.ays elapsed after the deed was done 
until half the delegates who had given 
it support knew a great mistake had 
been made. Everybody knows it now. 
Mr. Powderly has declared time and 
again that if he could have but one wish 
it would bo that the order could go back 
to the opening hour of the Richmond 
session. I am now fully satisfied that 
the general master workman was de- 


thoreby hangs a tale, 'it is'a long tale i coived at Richmond and tricked by the 
or a short one. justasthcrelator pleases, 
but let me tell it to you, as I remember 
it. but briefly: On the night of Doc. 
28. 1S69, in the home of one of their 
number, in Philadelphia, seven men, 
who were members of the garment cut- 
ters' union, formed an organization 
which they named the Knights of Labnr, 
though it was 12 years, later that tho 
name became public. The organization 
grew slowly for the first few years, but 
it was a wholesome growth. I need not 
trace the progress of themovement from 
stage to stage; it is familiar to all 
readers. 
Exit I must quote n few words 


from the address delivered at they first 
auiraal meeting by Uriah S. Stephens, 
the master workman, because they aro 
just as fitting now as they were on Jan. 
12, 1871. 


Mr.. Stephens called attention to the 


deplorable condition of tho workers, and 
then said: 


\Vhcro lies the fnnlt llmt 1his condition of

erence to the liniiihle but useful craftscjen; 
beset concert of action hy conciliation, confi- 
dence by just aud upright conduct toivard each 
other. • • • 


Bnilt upon these sentiments, ampli- 


fied in the declaration of principles aft- 
erward adopted by tho general assembly, 
the order appmled to every thinking 
worker, and as it became known of the 
toilers grew. Tho general assembly was 
formed in Reading, Pa., in January, 
1S78, and Uriah S. Stephens was elected 
grand master workman. The third reg- 
ular session of the general assembly was 
held in .Chicago in September, 1870. 
Terence V. Powderly was chosen grand 
mnstci- workman at this session, and he 
continued in that position until the time 
of his resignation last month at the Phil- 
adelphia session. 


At the Pittsburg session, in September, 


18SO, Master Workman Powderly made 
use of language which should have been 
quoted on the .floor of the general assem- 
bly in Philadelphia in November, 1893— 
IB years alter. Here was what no said: 


The quicksands Tvhich havo swallowed up 


many a. noble orsB.riiza.tion la the past are 


men who were his enemies as well as 
tho enemies of the trades unionists in 
tho order. The passage of the resolu- 
tion against the cigar makers was not the 
only deed of the assassins; nearly every 
legislative act of that session pointed in 
the same direction. They were deftly

The 
lenders of the two branches of the labor 
movement were publicly arrayed against 
each other, and tho discouraging spec- 
tacle of tho giant'Labor destroying itself 
was spread before the world. Misunder- 
standings of a trifling character havo 
hf en fanned into hot and bitter, antagon- 
isms; insignificant grievances of one or- 
ganization against another have been 
magnified into stupendous wrongs, and 
for seven years organized labor has, like 
a drunken profligate, squandered its 
strength and substance in brawls, and 
brotliorly lovoami Icindred interests have 
been told to go to the dogs. This is 
plain talk, but'it is modern history and ' 
no one is pi-cp.ired to controvert it. Pin- 


Chinese LaTjor Strikes. 


Lee Merriweather of the national la- 


bor bureau says the Chinese working- 
men of San Francisco are organized into 
the strongest unions to be found in this 
country, and that they seldom if ever 
lose a strike. He declares that the Chi- 
nese are successful in their strikes on 
account of the influence of the highbind- 
ers, who mercilessly enforce the regula- 
tions of the unions. . If a Chinaman 
should return to work before the strike 
was ofi, he would be blacklisted and 
would very soon disappear. He might 
go to the east or he might be murdered. 
Californians care so little for the Chinese 
that no inquiries are made. 


Mr. Merriweather gives an Instance cf 


a shoe factory in which both whites aud 
Chinese are employed. The proprietor 
issued an order that the laborers must 
stand while at work, Bobh whites and 
Chinese struck, but within two weeks 
the white workmen yielded and came 
back. The Chinese, however, remained 
out until the employer surrendered. Aft- 
er that the Chinamen sat at work and 
the white laborers stood.

In the 


codicil she named Thomas G. Bitch and 
Sclmyler Merritt as co-executors. 


Shortly after his wife's death Mr. Porter 


began manifesting a desire to remarry. 
His first offer was to a lady in New Jersey, 
who had been an intimate friend of his 
deceased wife. 
He 
was refused. 
He 


thereafter, in succession, offered himself 
to several others, each of whom also re- 
fused him. One yoxing lady, a school 
teacher, accepted him and diamonds and 
other valuable presents, but afterward 
recalled her consent and returned his 
presents.

Finally he lost his heart to Miss Eai-le, 


the governess of his youngest son. His son 
Louis and Mr. Merritt laid the state of 
affairs before Miss Earle and asked her to 
take time to investigate the matter.

Why just now at the point 
of that long chain, of islands that put ofE 
from the Alaska const, and, if I am to 
credit what I rend, for I have no sources 
of information now except the newspaper 
press, there are some who believe that 
there are wicked men who want to hitch 
the chain, on to another island further out 
in the sea. If that could bo done the west 
wo-ald become the east, for I think the 
orient has generally ibeen counted to be 
the east. 


"The XewEqgland character and the in- 


fluence of New England men. and women 
has madeitsimpreMUponthewhoIe coun- 
try. 
The love of education, the resolve 


that it should be general, the love of home 
with all the pure and sacred influences 
that cluster about it, are elements in the 
New England character that have a sav- 
ing force incalculable in this great nation 
which we live. 


"Your civil institutions have been free 


nnd high and olenn from the old town 
meeting daye until now. Xew England 
has believed in free elections and tha fair 
oount.'J 


Dr. Hole on Civil Service. 


Rev. Edward Everett Hale, the next 


.speaker, talked of "TUe Day "We Cele- 
brate." 
Mr. Hale said among other 


things: 


"When yon can establish a civil service 


commission whose examination shall give 
you for the offices of yotir government 
men of pure spirit, instead oE selfish men; 
pure men, instead of profligates; men who 
are honest rather than cunning; patriots 
and not traitors, men in a word who love 
their neighbors better than themselves, 
then your civil service reforms will be ns 
popular with the rank and file as they are 
now with the theorists about government, 
and not till then."

followed Dr. Hale. 
"Like .Mr. Harrison, 


onr next president." he said, "I have not 
prepared any address. 
I am proud to 


talk to such nn assemblage, wh'ose fore- 
fathers indelibly stamped all that is right 
and holy in the minds of their long lines 
of descendants; for my attention has been 
directed towards the little colony on an 
Island of the Pacific ocean. 
They have 


built up a Xew England nnd American 
colony, and have asked us to be under the 
shelter of the old ling that sheltered the 
descendants from those who landed upon 
Plymouth rock in 1BB1." 


"J'aradise of the Pacific." 


Murat Halsted spoke to "American Ex- 


pansion," and in referring to the possible 
annexation of Huwaii said: "Our boun-

THE STRANGE (JEOWTH OF COR- 


AL REEFS AND ISLANDS. 


Uoautifnl Coval Hooks Sometimes Miles in 


l>inmotor—-JSl'teofc of Air and Ventilation 
on Coal. 


The low lying islands formed by theskel- 


^tons of the coral insects arc some of the 
"most wonderful productions of nature. 
1'hey fire only found in warm climates, be- 
jween the twenty-eighth degrees of north 
\nil south latitude, and limestone pure and 
liinple is the chief component of the coral 
t'ef, as it is of tho mountains erupted from 
be depths of tho sea.

:orals, echinodermata shells, retictilaria 
kind other living creatures," Sciys a writer 
on this subject, "deposit not only the salts 
of lime extracted from the ocean, but their 
bwn do»id bodies, to>forrn tho hard'substance 
lofthovock."

gant forms, and tho coral it produces is a 
ill my or calcareous deposit which is fixed 
wpou a rocky base. As years go on these

\ The "atolls," or circular coral reefs -with 
im opening at one side, have been described 
by Professor Dtirwiu. "Who," nslcs the 
great natuYalist, "would nob be struck 
with wonder and admiration on catching 
sight for the first timo of this vast ring of 
poral rock, often many miles in diameter? 
Sometimes a low green island is seen be- 
{i'ond it, with a shore of dazzling whiteness. 
'Outside is tho foaminK surf of the ocean, 
and within it a broad expanse of tranquil 
[water of pale green color and exquisite 
(purity." 
j These "atolls" mark the situation of 
sunken islands, and the extension of them 
and the banier reefs would seem to indicate 
a slow but decided sinking of the bottom of 
jthe Indian and other oceans, but the 
'"reefs" tell us that the land to which they 
'are attached htis not become depressed and 
may have become elevated. We may then 
conclude that ti continual rising and depres- 
sion of the land is taking place iu various 
toceans.

• The effect of air a.nd ventilation on coal 
lhas been investigated by an, English chem- 
bat who reports the- following results; 


ITiist — The danger of spontaneous firing 


bl coal in large lumps is very slight, but 
Bt is much greater with smaller coal and 
greater still with dust, the increase of dan- 
E 


;r being due to the larger extent of siir- 
ce exposed to the air in proportion to iho 
cits ot. the coal. 
Second — Air dried coal which contains 


more than 8 per cent of moisture is danger- 
ous, but if it contains less the danger di- 
Imiuishes. tho moisture contained being a 
measure o£ the absorbent power o± the coal 
Itor aur, find the more absorbent the coal the 
jmore dangerous. 
I Thiid — The danger is somewhat increased 
by tho presence of pyritesm large quantity. 
1 Fourth — Newly woncoalshould beshield- 
ed from tho air as much as possible, to pre- 
vent the chaiice ot rapid heating, and for 
jthe same reason it is best not to stack it in 
'large heaps, since theso retain tho heat. 
I Fifth — All external sources oi heat, such 
as steam pipes, boilers and hot flues in the 
neighborhood of the coed, add very greatly 
to the risk, spontaneous heating bedommg 
(vastly moro rapid when it is assisted irom 
without. Of course these conclusions have 
special relation to coal that is stored or 
shipped in cargoes. 


Winter Bricklaying. 


Now the question comes up as to laying 


'brick in winter. It always docs about this 
time of year. People who are building 
houses, stores, factories, and what not, bring 
up the question as to what efl'eCt freezing 
imay have on bricklaying. The Industrial 
'World says this question has been definite- 
ly settled, experimentally, practically, sci- 
entifically and otherwise, and there can be 
po doubt but that brickwork, substantial 
Su character and solid, can be done in cold 
[winter weather. 


i The principal thing necessary is to keep 
ithe brick dry, and to see that the mortar 
'does not freeze before the brick is placed 
on top of it. Various devices are in use for 
keepniK the mortar in proper condition on 
ithe mortar boards—namely, by using sheet- 
hron boards with lamps under them, and 
(other similar ingeniously devised arrange- 
ments. 
Arrangements of this kind are 


only necessary under the most adverse con- 
ditions, when the weather is exceedingly 
'cold. Ordinarily the mortar can be carried 
ifrom the bed to tho mortar boards, placed 
Jon the walls, the bricks on tho top of tho 
mortar, without any injury.

ISDTect of Air and Ventilation on Coal. 


1 The effect of air and ventilation on coal 
!bas been investigated by an English chem- 
ist who reports the following results: 


First — The danger of spontaneous firing 


jpf coal in large lamps is very slight, bub 
p is much greater with smaller coal and 
greater still with dust, the increase of dan- 
ger being due to the larger extent of sur- 
face exposed to the air in proportion to the 
mass of the coal. 


Second — Air dried coal which contains 


more than. 3 por cent of moisture is danger- 
ous, but if it contains luss the danger di- 
ImiDiahes. the moisture contained being a 
meo-sure of the absorbent power bf the coal 
(for air, find the more absorbent the coal the 
jmore dangerous. 
' Third — The danger ia somewhat increased 
by the presence of pyrites in large quantity. 


J Fourth— Newly woncoalshould beshield- 
ed from the air as much as possible, to pre- 
vent the chance of rapid heating, :tnd for 
jthe same reason it is best not to stack it in 
'large heaps, since these retain tho hgat. 


Fifth— All external sources of heat, such 


as steam pipes, boilers and hot flues in the 
neighborhood of the coal, add very greatly 
to the risk, spontaneous heating becoming 
'vastly more rapid when it is assisted from 
.without. Of course these conclusions have 
special relation to coal that is stored or 
shipped, in cargoes.

Sron boards wibh lamps under them, and 
^ther similar ingeniously devised arrauge- 
incuts. 
Arrangements of this kind are 


ionly necessary under the most adverse con- 
ditions, when the wentber is exceedingly 
;cold_ Ordinarily the mortar can be carried 
ifrom the bed to the mortar boards, placed 
Jon the walls, the bricks on the top of the 
mortar, wiLhout any injury.

Carious Custom, 


In 1790, according to Thome, the first 


camp meeting, ever held in tho United 
States took p)_ace on tho banks 'of the Red 
river in Kentucky. Two brothers named' 
McGee, one a Methodist and .one a Presby- 
terian,, were on a religious tour from Ten- 
nessee to a place called fii 'those days "Tho 
Barrens." They Btopped-at.u's'ettlemeiit to 
attend a sacramental occasion with a Pres- 
byterian minister—tho Rev.iMr. MoGreedy 
by name. John. McGee, the Methodist, 
preached, .on invitation, and his services 
ore described as having been marked "with 
great liberty and power." 
: 


McGee's brother and the Rev. Mr, Hoge 


followed with sermons, and their, effects 
were remarkable, as they produced "tears 
of contrition and shouts of joy,". Tho .sev- 
eral Presbyterian 
ministers, the 
Rev. 


Messrs. McG-reedy, Hoge and R'ahkms, left 
the house, but the McGces were too power- 
fully affected to depart. John was expect- 
ed to preach again,' but -when the'time 
came ho arose and informed the. people that 
the overfiowingnaturepf his feelings would 
not allow of his preaching, and he exorted 
them to surrender their hearts to God. The 
excitement is said to have beeii indescriba- 
ble. 
' 
-

The reports of these wonderful services 


were heard by the people in the country 
around, and many rushed to the place to 
see the preachers and witness the religious 
exercises. Tne meeting house was over- 
flowed, and ah altar was 'erected''to tho 
Lord in the forest. This added new inter- 
est to the movement, and people'assembled 
from far and near, with provisions.and 
other necessaries for camping put, and re- 
mained several days, living in-tents. ITor 
the time denoralnatftonardivisious seemed 
to be forgotten, and the services were con- 
ducted by Presbyterians, Methodists and 
Baptists. 
. 


Tho results were 'so wonderful that an- 


other meeting 61 the same sort was sug- 
gested and was held on the Muddy river, 
and still another was held on what, was 
called the Ridge, both having been, attend- 
ed by great crowds, who1 cams' for many 
miles around. 
These services were con- 


tinued and extended, with similar,results, 
the Pregfeyteriaua and Methodists directing 
and conducting them. 


The Presbyterians gradually retired from 


the field, while the Methodists carried the 
meetings to all parts o£ tho country. Since 
then other denominations have adopted 
them, anft they have continued with more 
or less efficacy to thp<present time.

A Cownptfon of, the Words Christ Child 


.Noir Applied to Santa Glaus. 


In these days Kriss Kringle is looked 


upon as an alternative name for Santa 
Glaus; but, in fact, he is, etymologic 
ally and* historically, a totally difOeren 
being, though the two personages have 
been welded into, one in the popular 
imagination, A. very .small knovvledgi 
of German reveals the . fact that Kris: 
Kringle iff simply'.a corruption of thi 
word "Christkindlein," or. Christ child 
whose connection with tho Christmas 
festival, is too obvious to need explana- 
tion. But. .what .seems inexplicable., is 
how the .Christ child of tho past, the 
Holy One, whose nativity is ,tho subjen 
of-'commemoration-in that feast whicl 
wo cafr Christmas, should have evolvec 
into tha white haired, white bearded 
merry hearted and kindly old pagan 
whom.'we call indifferently Krisa Kringlo 
or Santa Claiis. 


Yet at the very moment'when wo have 


come face to .face with this apparently 
insoluble paradox we have reached the 
solution which seemed injpossibls when 
we strove to understand the much less 
startling transformation of St., Nicholas 
into Sdnta Claus. 


We remember that the Christmas fes- 


tival of today is a gradual evolution 
from times that long antedated the 
Christian, period; that though it celo- 
.brates the. mightiest fact in the history 
of Christendom' . ;t was overlaid upon 
heathen festivals, and many °£ ^s attend- 
ant observances are mere adax^tations oi 
pagan to Christian ceremonial. 


This was no mere accident. It was a 


necessary measure at a time when the 
now religion was forced on a deeply 
siiperstitious population. la.,.order' to 
reconcile heathen converts to the new 
faith and to make .the .wrenching .of the 
old ties as painless as possible these rel- 
ics of paganism \vore preserved under 
modified externals, exactly as the an- 
tique columns were transferred from an- 
cient temples to adorn the Christian ba- 
silicas. 


In course of :time, as -the idea of mun- 


dane' merriment rather than religious 
sanctification at: the period of Christmas 
became the predominant one. St. Nicho- 
las or Santa Claus lost his asceticism, be- 
came ruddier, jollier, more rubicund in 
aspect,, while the Christ child faded 
more and more-into the background, un- 
til at last the very name of, tlie latter 
under the slightly different form of 
Kriss Ki'ingle was transferred to his 
successor.—Selected.

IOUS CAMP MEETINGS. 


fint One Was Held in Kentucky—Glim I: 


Ainaui; InBocts—ASI-SDJIIC 
to 
Differ— 


Curluua Cuatrjm. 


Ici 1700, according to Thornc, the first 


camp meeting ever held in the United 
States took place on the banks ol the Red 
river in Kentucky. Two brothers named 
McGee, ono a Methodist and one a Presby- 
terian, were on a religious tour from Ten- 
nessee to a placo called fa those days "Tho 
Barrens." They (stopped at a settlement to 
attend a sacramental occasion with a Pres- 
byterian minister—the Hev. Mr. McG-reecly 
by name. John McGee, the Methodist, 
preached, .on invitation, and his services 
are described ns linviug been marked "with 
great liberty and po\rer.!l 


McGee's brother and the Bev. Mr, Uoge 


followed with sermons, and their, effects 
were remarkable, as tliey produced "tears 
of contrition and shouts of joy." 
The sev- 


eral Presbyterian 
ministers, the Hev. 


Messrs. McGreedy, Hoge and Ranking, Icfd 
the house, but the JMcGees wore too po\vcr- 
fully affected to depart. John was expect- 
ed to preach again,' but wlien the time 
came be arose and informed the people that 
the overflowirjgnaturepf his feelings would 
not allow of hia preaching, and he exorted 
them to siirrcnder their hearts to God. The 
excitement is aaid to have been, indescriba- 
ble. 


The reports of these wonderf ill services 


were hoard by the people in the country 
around, and many ruslied to the place to 
see the preachers and witness the religious 
exercises. 
Tfle meeting house was over- 


flowed, nnd an altar was erected to the 
Lord in the forest. This added Beiv inter- 
est to the movement, and people assembled 
from far and near, with provisions and 
other necessaries far camping out, and re- 
mained soveral days, living in tents. For 
the timo denominational divisions seemed 
to be forgotten, and the services were con- 
ducted by Presbyterians, Methodists and 
Baptists. 


Ths results -were so wonderful that an- 


other meeting of the same sort was sug- 
gested and was held on the Muddy river, 
and still another was held on what, was 
called the Ridge, both having been attend- 
ed by great crowds, who ctima for many 
miles around. 
Tliese services were con- 


tinued and extended, with similar results, 
the Presbyterians and Methodists directing 
and conducting them. 


The Presbyterians gradually retired from 


the field, while the Methodists carried the 
meetings to all parts oi the country. Since 
then other denominations have adopted 
them, unirl they have continued with more 
or leas efficacy to the present time.

From 
tip to tip of its outstretched wings tho 
Goliath baetle measures nearly 7 inches.

In these days Kriss Kringle is looked 


upon as aa alternative name for Santa 
Clans;-.but;, in foot, lie ia, otymologic- 
ally and historically, a totally different 
being, though the two parsonages have 
been -welded into one in the popular 
imagination. A very small knowledge 
of German reveals the fact that Krias 
Krlngle is simply a corruption of the 
•word "Christkindleiu," or Christ child, 
whose connection with the Christmas 
festival is too obvious to need explana- 
tion. But •what seems inexplicable. ia 
how the Christ child of tho past, the 
Holy One, whose nativity is .tho subject 
of commemoration-in that feast which 
we caff Christmas, should havo evolved 
into the white haired, white bearded, 
merry hearted and kindly old pagan 
whom we call indifferently Kriss Kring]o 
or Santa Clans. 


Yet at the very moment when we have 


coma face to face with this apparently 
insoluble parados we have reached tha 
solution which seemed impossible when 
we strove to understand the much less 
startling transformation, of St. Nicholas 
into Santa Glaus. 


We remember that the Christmas fes- 


tival of today is a gradual evolution 
from times that long antedated the 
Christian period; that though it celo- 
.brates tho niigliticst fact in the history 
of Christendom .it was overlaid upon 
heathen festivals, and many of its attend- 
ant observances are mere adaptations of 
pagan to Christian ceremonial. 


This was no mere accident. It was a 


necessary measure at a tiiue when the 
now religion was forced on a deeply 
superstitious population. Li order to 
reconcile heathen converts to the new 
faith and to make the .wrenching of the 
old ties as painless as possible these rel- 
ics of paganism wore preserved under 
modified externals, exactly aa the an- 
tiquo columns were transferred from an- 
cient temples to adorn tha Christian ba- 
silicas. 


In course of time, as tho idea of mun- 


dane merriment rather than religious 
sanctification at the period of Christmas 
became the predominant one. St. Nicho- 
las or Santa Glaus lost his asceticism, be- 
came ruddier, jollier, more rnbicund in 
aspect, while the Christ child faded 
more and more into the background, un- 
til at last the very name of the latter 
nnder tho slightly different form of 
Ki-ias Eriugle was transferred to his 


-Selected. 
successor.- 


Yaletldo Superstitions. 


While traveling at Christmas time in 


the old English county .of Devon a few 
years ago, I found it peculiarly affluent 
in these odd Christmas superstitions and 
customs. Every family I" visited pro- 
vided, if able to aiiord them, a "Ynle 
cheese" and a "Yule calte" for the 
Christmas season, and it is considered 
very unlucky to cut them before Christ- 
"mas day. 


The same superstition prevails with 


regard to tha "Yule caudla"—a very tall 
one specially provided—and the "Yule 
dog" or log—a large stick for the Christ- 
mas fire. Misfortune is regarded as 
certain to follow if either candla or log 
is lighted until jiist as the family are 
sitting' down to supper on Christmas 
ere, and it is also considered, a sure pre- 
cursor of evil for any one to stir the log 
or snuff the candle during the progress 
of the meal.

and it is seen on all sorts of gowns—on 
dancing frocks as well as on street attire.

not reach all the way up, but is made on a 
thm lining \vhioh goes to theviaist. The 
overskut falls some distance below the 
seam, so that no one but another woman 
could tell that it was a sham skirt. The 
lower skirt is raiely trimmed, and the up- 
per one is looped but slightly if at all. 
When there is any looping, it is done at the 
sides. In some cases the lower skirt is ot a 
different material or color. 


The favorite way to trim these is by means

The latest importations show some close 


woven cheviots with a soft surface almost as 
smooth as broadcloth, and this aWd the new 
heavy weight camel's hair suitings make 
ideal material for refined • gentlewomen, 
and the modest coloring is another recom- 
mendation, and on these gowns .when not 
tailor finished there may be two or even 
three kinds of garniture employed.

Blotter For n Writing Desk—Learning; tine 


Mandolin—Three Useful Irems—Culinary 
Kecipes. 
, 


The tendency of the time is to separate 
the bedroom from the rest of the house; to 
give it lighter colors; to allow within it 
full scope for individual fancy; to hang it 
with lace and delicate stuffs; to exclude all 
seriousness and gloom; to make of it a 
nest, a place of resit, where pleasant dreams 
flourish and tender colors hold sway; to 
haue within it no pictures of worth; to dis- 
play there no articles of Virtu, but to make 
of it a spot sweet, attractive, inviting as a 
whole. And so its walls are hung with 
greater license than those of more formal 
rooms. They are made attiactive and love- 
ly in themselves. 


The dado is altogether banished; the frieze 


is brought well down upon the wail; con- 
ventionalized flowers are allowed to tiail 
about; graceful designs are sought. No at- 
tempt at subduing the walls into a mere 
background is made, and only the dainty 
furniture stands against them and claims 
their support. The picture as a whole is 
made sweot and inviting. And if some few 
critics carp and cry out that it is wrong, let 
them build up looms that are better suited 
to their needs and that oiler more tempting 
repose, for while it is beyond dispute that 
flowered papers do not make perfect back- 
grounds they do make parts of an attract- 
ive whole. 


Others, leas well suited to such rooms, 


can be found to serve where sleeping and 
sitting rooms are combined and where pic- 
tures will be bung or the walls otherwise 
decorated. But, concludes Harper's Bazar, 
for the room that induces sleep, thftt lulls 
the senses to rest, that is designed for a 
bedroom and bedroom only, the dainty 
flowered papers and bhe papers of bright 
yet tender tcme are good despite the ap- 
parent paradox and despite tho law that 
pronounces walls a background only, which 
in all other rooms should be obeyed. 


Blotter For a 'Writing Desk. 


No well furnished writing table or desk 
is complete nowadays withoub a blotter. 
A novel design fpr the cover and one that 
is easily copied is described in the New 
York Tribune. 


Procure from any art store a piece of 


ragged edge cardboard the desired size of 
the blotter. Then draw in the center of 
this the outlines of many envelopes, so that 
they lap over one another, as seen in the

illustration. The stamps may be removed 
from old envelopes by means of a little 
warm water or steam and transferred to 
those drawn on the cover. With a little 
care the postmark can be easily dopied and 
the ovitliues of the envelopes shaded with a 
paintbrush and some thin India ink. The 
name of the friend for whom it is intended 
should be written on each, and the outside 
IB completed. This, tied to the blotting 
paper with bows of some bright ribbon, 
happily combines beauty with utility and 
makes a neat little holiday gift. 


X.earnin&the Mandolin; 


The mandolin is not a difficult instru- 


ment to learn, provided the learner has a 
good ear, as, like all stringed instruments, 
it requires careful tuning. It is possible to 
acquire a knowledge of the mandolin by 
means of a book of instructions, but it is 
far better to take a few lessons from a 
teacher, so as to learn the right manner of 
holding the instrument, managing the 
"plectrum," and acquiring the "fret'4^ig" 
of the left hand and other technicalities. 
With regard to singing, the mandolin is 


not a suitable instrument at. an accompani- 
ment to tho voice and differs greatly in 
this respect from the guitar or banjo. These 
instruments take tho bass or accompani- 
ment, whereas on the mandolin the air^is 
played, and the piano or guitar would still 
be required as an accompaniment. Man- 
dolins and guitars sound very well to- 
gether for this reason, and any pretty song 
is very effective when played on a mando- 
lin and accompanied by a guitar. The man- 
dolin is a pretty, graceful instrument, and 
is held with a ribbon across the shoulder, 
somewhat like a guitar. 


Three Useful Items. 


To remove obstinate stoppers from glass 


bottles, dip a piece of woolen cloth into 
boiling hot water and wrap (it tightly 
aiound the neck of the bottle. In a few 
minutes the stopper can be removed, as 
this method has never been known to fail. 


A serviceable preparation for cleaning 


marble is made by mixing soda, pumice 
stone and finely powdered shalk in the 
propoition of two parts of the former to 
one of the latter. Pass through a sieve 
and mix with water to form, a p^sto of 
creamy consistency. Rub well on the mar- 
ble and rinse with water. 


Common alum melted in an iron spoon 


over hot coals forms a very strong cement 
for joining glass and metal together. It is 
the best thing for holding glas,s lamps to 
their stands or for stopping cracks about 
their bases, as kerosene does not penetrate 
it. Housekeepers ought to keep this is re- 
membrance, lor sad accidents may be pi-e- 
vented by its use. 


Scrambled Eggs. 


Melt in a small saucepan a piece of butter 


the size of a small egg, into this break 0 
eggs, put in a pinch of salt and pepper re- 
spectively, a little grated nutmeg and, 
if desired, a dessertspoonful of cream or 
fresh milk; stir this over the me steadily 
with a wooden spoon till the eggs turn to a 
thick cream. Serve on hob toast. Peas, as- 
paragus tops, chopped ham or bacon, mush- 
rooms, truffles, etc., previously slightly 
tossed in butter and made hot can. severally 
be added to the scrambled eggs just before 
turning them out o± the saucepan. 


Curried Liver. 


Heat some butter in a saucepan (in the 


proportion of 2 ounces of butter to every 
half pound of liver). Cut the liver in 
small thin pieces and let it simmer in the 
butter slowly for four minutes. To this 
add a tablespoonful of flour, a. pinch of 
ca,yenne, salt to taste and a teaspoonful of 
curry powder (these are the quantit^'for 
a half pound ol meat). Stir these over 
the flre for two minutes and add slowly a 
small^ teacupful of good stock. Let this 
boil up twice and serve with fried sippets 
of toast.

Cravenettes and Bias Plaids Are Popular—The 


Overskirt Has Evidently Come to Stay—New 
Fancies In Crepon—Peyival of Moire Antique 
In Public Favor.

DINNER AND VISITING GOWNS. 


The dinner dress on tlio left is of heavy pearl peau de soio, Tvitli emDroidorv of 


vliito silk and Bilver. Around the -\vaist and drooping as pendants aro three ailTer 
corda. Tlie waist is plain and seamless, closing in the back with a drapery of pean 
do sole and loops of thii silver cord. Lonp pearl suede gloves are worn. Thare ore 
abort puffed sleeves. The visiting dress on the ripht is of fine armure, dead black. 
Tho skirt ic perfectly plain. The waist is Ebon shape, richly bordered with jet and 


embroidered wuite satin vest. The cciiai1 becomts a spring cape in the back. 


By all means the prettiest new dress fab- 


ric shown this weak has teen a lino of 
black goods with small white or cream fig- 
ures over it. The foundutiou is of the fin- 
est whipcord or empress cloth, so fine and 
rich that scarcely any silk cfin approach it 
lor beauty, and the tiny flowers ure thrown 
up in white silk in a sort of swivel weave, 
nntl they represent either star flowerg or 
lorgetmeuota without foliage and in a

elightly conventional design. Bub when 
the material is folded it bus a peculiarly 
light and altnoec lacelikc effect, though the 
small flowers are set over an inch apart. 


Black and white in the trying stripes 


have not proved as popular as it was hoped 
they would be, but black and white in 
these dainty designs have a brighter out- 
look. Thev nremade up in plainer styles 
than almost nny of the winter noods, and 
will be worn for ceremonious culls and fur 
extra handsome general wear. The mate- 
rial is what is called "dead fine" nticl is 54 
inches wide. All first cliuss poods are now 
made wide, even to the best silks. 


There are some new effects iu cruvanettes, 


and they are chiefly obtained by new color- 
ings. 
Cravancttes are rainproof and yot 


porous, and no dust can sift through them. 
They can be found now in navy, brown, 
myrtle green, (rray, mocha coffee, castor 
beaver and black, and they are not heavy, 
but a genuine comfort in every way. There 
are several new things in plaids, the pret- 
tiest betas where the ground is dull blue, 
Tvit-h a sort of basket weave in fawn lines, 
woven so that the whole pattern is bias, 
and this is made up on the straight, which 
leaves the pattern bias, without susgiua or 
bagging, as so many plaids do when cut bi;is. 
A straight plaid is not becoming to mauyv 
but the bias to every one. 


A very ladylike sown was made lip of 


this pretty goods and stood in the -window 
of a famous store up town. There was a 
trimming of fancy custlc braid around the 
empire skirt, about 10 inches from the bot- 
tom, of shaded brown braid., Fourteenrows 
of brown soutacha went around the upper 
part of the skirt, reaching quite up to the 
sprang basque. This was made entirely 
plain, with no trimming but one row of 
the shaded braid. Tb.B sleeves also bad the 
same sotitache from wrist toclbow. There 
were plain caps to the puffed sleeves, 


I forgot to mention one mnde up costume 


of the dainty black and white brocade. This 
had a plain five gored skirt, with no trim- 
minK whatever. The waist was a simple 
French one, with a black velvet belt and n 
large black velvet ripple bertha nnd cuffs 
of the same. This made a very taking 
gown. The cravanette can be made up iu 
any style, but a very useful and decidedly 
genteel one is to make it as a redingote, 
with a postiche cape that can be added at 
any moment. The waist is cut of! in front 
and fitted to the figure -with darts and fin- 
ished with six large bone buttons, while 
the collar revers nnd left side are bordered 
-with a narrow band of gray astrakhan. 
That is when the celor is adapted, but if 
otherwise tie black astrakhan should bo 
used. The cape can have a ripple or .but- 
terfly collar, or a capuchin, if preferred. 
This makes a garment of exceeding utility, 
«nd it looks woH as long as a thread is left. 


The overskirt has certainly come to stay, 


and it is seen o'b. ail sorts of gowns—on 
dancing frocks as well as on street attire. 
Tie underskirt, if the foods are thick, does 


not reach all the way up, but is made on a. 
thin lining which goes to.the waist. The 
overskirt falls some distance below the 
seam, so that no one but another woman 
could tell that it was a sham skirt. The 
lower skirt is rarely trimmed, and the up- 
per one is looped but slightly if at all. 
When there is any looping, it is done atthe 
sides. In some cases the lower skirt is of a 
different material or color. 


The favorite way to trim these is by means 


of natte or hercules braid, or by a band of 
sills or velvet, with two rows of silver sou-

taohe on each edge. A model of this style 
had the skirt made as I .have said above, 
and there was a military ciipe of the same 
material, which happened to be gray chev- 
iot. 
There was a high sprung velvet collar 


j to the cape, which gave it style and distinc- 
; tron. The silver braid is rather lighter and 
' more refined than the gold braid, though 


there are some colors on which gold is bet> 
ter, like brown, dark blue und prune. 


It seems that we shall never reach the 


end of tlie new fancies in the weaving of 
crepon. Crepon is of silk and wool, which 
Rive to it a strength and durability one 
does not expect I'rom such a delicate fabric. 
The black crepons are often worn for or- 
dinary mourning by young ladies. Tha 
latest uovelLies are a zigzag weave and a 
waved effect that has given these two the 
name of ocean crepon. Some others have 
the silk thrown up in some places, which 
.produces stripes of silk and the interveninp; 
ones of the plain crepon. Some of them 
are ivoven so that little tufts are thrown up 
on tho surface, and when it is electric white 
it looks like the surface of new fallen snow. 
There is another beautiful design where 
the body of the fabric is solid crepon, and 
all over the surface in. fine lines waves of 
Bilk are seen. This is truly exquisite. Tho 
white silk lines glisten like polished silver. 


Moire antique is fast taking its old time 


place in pnblic favor. Few entire costumes 
are yet seen of it, but sleeves are made of 
moire, and often a ripple coat is entirely of 
that und trimmed with fur or lace and 
often with both. These coats are excep- 
tionally rich aud dressy. One gray moire 
looked like moonlight on the water. Such 
rich material requires very little trimming, 
and this dress had none except a bertha of 
poiut laco and ruffles at the elbow of the 
same. The dress was for a grand dinner. 


Next to the superb moires come theblack 


satin duchesse, either entirely plain or else 
Mtli stripes of brocade. Some have a satin 
stripe and a crepon or a grosgrain stripe, 
but the pliiin makes the handsomer gown. 
There are some of the most expressive 
moires, with satin brocaded figures, both 
self or natural colors. The newest light 
colored satins for evening gowns are cer- 
tainly as perfect as human hands can make 
them, and the flowers wrought out look as 
if strewn there after being freshly plucked. 
The colors and shadinga axe perfect, and 
every flower is a picture. 


The latest importations show some close 


woven cheviots with n soft surface almostos 
smooth as' broadcloth, and this and the new 
heavyweight1 camel's -hair suitings make 
ideal material for refined ^gentlewomen, 
and the modest coloring is another recom- 
mendation, and on theee gowns_when not 
tailor finished there may be tw!> or even 
three kinds of garniture employed. 
The 


heavy point de gene in tea stain tailor or in 
ecru, and also in white and oyster, ia really 
the fjavorib^ trimming, an.d is generally-laid 


on flat and bordered with fur and often 
headed with jet. Hopaacklng In block or 
color looks well with a garniture of such 
lace. Margot and bruges lace oro better 
liked for silk gowns, ana guipure and bour- 
don are the best liked black laces. 


Insertions of black Lace over light gowns 


are very fashionable, and point de paris is 
a very useful -white lace. There. is also a. 
new but long list of jetted 'and 'jeweled 
nounclngs aud overskirte of grenadine or 
brussels net in black and white. Some of 
them recall Tennysoa's poem, where he 
says, "Like a swarm of gleaming' fireflies, 
tangled in n silver braid." Many of the 
most effective of the new trimmings are the 
braids of mohair set with jet capuchons. 
This Is showy and very easily applied. 


A very tasteful little novelty to add 


dressiness to piain costumes ia to have 
velvet or silk collar cape and mufE to 
match. One such trifle had a collar up- 
standing, mado of black grosKrain silk, 
lined with the same and plaited against a 
"choker" and bordered with jet passemen- 
terie. Tho lower part was pointed in front 
and rippled in the back and bordered with 
the jet.. There was a full-jabot of point de 
pai-ia in front. The muff, was made ot one

width of silk IS inches long and doubled in 
at the ends. A border of jet went around 
each, end and was finished with a ruffle of 
point de parig. The body of the muff waa

neck was fastened. On the top of the 
muff was a bow of lace and ribbon and a 
rose with foliage.

The plump waist was cut 
flouble breasted and came to a point and 
had two narrower rolls of the satin. There 


re six on the forearm. The upper sleeves 


were puffed and there was a collarette to 
match, there being one, two and three rolls 
of satin on the different portions of It. The 
whole was exquisitely fitted aud made. 


With this gown my lady wore a bon- 


cet made of two twists of velvet faced 
satin ribbon, to which was fastened in front 
two dragonflies of jet and lace. The coil, 
of hair on tlie top of her head set up be- 
tween the rounded ends of the ribbon that 
formed the horseshoe by aid of cap wire.

BEDROOM WALLS. 


Blotter For a WritlnK Desk—I.eavnJn(r tlie 


Mundolln—Three Useful Irems— Culinary 
Recipes, 


The tendency of the time is to separate 


llhe bedroom from the rest of the house; to 
give it lighter colors; to allow within it 
full scope for individual fancy; to hang it 
with lace and delicate stuffs; to exclude all 
seriousness and gloom; to make of It a 
nest, a place of rest, where pleasant dreams 
flourish and tender colors hold sway; to 
hang within it no pictures of worth; to dis- 
play there no articles of virtu, but to make 
of it a spot sweet, attractive, inviting as a 
whole. And so its walls are hung with 
greater license than those of more formal 
rooms. They are made attractive and love- 
ly in themselves. 


The dado is altogethsr banished; the frieze 


is brought well down upon the wall; con- 
ventionalized flowers are allowed to trail 
about; graceful designs are sought. No at- 
tempt at subduing the walls into a mere 
background is made, and only the dainty 
furniture stands against them and claims 
their support. The picture as a whole is 
made sweet and inviting. And if some few 
critics carp and cry out that it is wrong, let 
them build up rooms that are better suited 
to their needo and that off er more tempting 
repose, for while it is beyond dispute that 
flowered papers do not make perfect back- 
grounds they do make parts of an attract- 
ive whole. 


Others, less well suited to such rooms, 


can be found to serve where sleeping and 
sitting rooms are combined and where pic- 
tures will be hung or the walls otherwise 
decorated. But, concludes Harper's Bazar, 
for the room tnat induces sleep, that lulls 
the senses to rest, that is designed for a 
bedroom und bedroom only, the dainty 
flowered papers and the papers of bright 
yet tender tone are good despite the ap- 
parent paradox and despite the law that 
pronounces walls a background only, which 
in all other rooms should be obeyed. 


Blotter For a Writing Dosk. 


No well furnished writing table or desk 


is complete no\ya,days without a blotter, 
A novel design for the cover and one that 
is easily copied is described in the New 
York Tribune. 


Procure from any art store a piece of 


ragged edge cardboard the desired size of 
the blotter. Then draw in the center of 
this the outlines of many envelopes, so that 
they lap over one another, as seen in the

Illustration. The stamps may be removed 
from old envelopes by means of a little 
warm water or steam and transferred to 
those drawn on the cover. With a little 
care the postmark can be easily copied and 
the outlines of the envelopes shaded with a 
paintbrush and some thin India ink. Tho 
name of the friend for whom it is intended 
should be written on each, and the outside 
is completed. This,, tied to the blotting 
paper with bows' of- some bright ribbon, 
happily combines beauty with, utility and 
makes a neat little holiday gift. 


The mandolin is not a difficult instru- 


ment to learn, provided the learner has a 
good ear, as, like all stringed instruments, 
it requires careful tuning. It is possible to 
acquire a knowledge of the mandolin by 
means of a book of instructions, but it is 
far better to take a few lessons from a 
teacher, so as to learn the right manner o£ 
holding the instrument, managing the 
"plectrum," and acquiring the "fret^fig" 
of the left hand and other technicalities. 


"With regard to singing, the mandolin is 


not a suitable instrument as an accompani- 
ment to the voice and differs greatly in 
this respect from the guitar or banjo. These 
instruments take the bass or accompani- 
ment, whereas on the mandolin the air^is 
played, and the piano or guitar would still 
be required as an accompaniment. Man- 
dolins and guitars sound very well to- 
gether for this reason, and any pretty song 
is very effective when played on a mando- 
lin and accompanied by aguitar. Theman- 
dolin is a pretty, graceful instrument, and 
is held with a ribbon across the shoulder, 
somewhat like a guitar. 


Three Useful Items. 


To remove- obstinate stoppers from glass 


bottles, dip u piece of woolen cloth into 
boiling hot water and wrap lit tightly 
around the neck of tiie bottle. In a few 
minutes the stopper can be removed, as 
this method has never been known to fail. 


A serviceable preparation for cleaning 


marble is made by mixing soda, pumice 
stone and finely powdered ehalk in the 
proportion of two parts of the former to 
one of the latter. Pass through a sieve 
and mix with water to form a p^ste of 
creamy consistency. Rub well on the mar- 
ble aud rinse with water. 


Common alum melted in an iron spoon 


over hot coals forms a very strong cement 
for joining glass and metal together. It is 
the best thing for holding glass lamps to 
their stands or for stopping cracks about 
their bases, as kerosene does not penetrate 
it. Housekeepers ought to keep this is re- 
membrance, for sad accidents may be pre- 
vented by its use. 


Scrambled 


Melt in a sm ull saucepan a pi ece of butter 


the size of a small egg; into this break G 
eggs, put in a pinch of salt and pepper re- 
spectively, » little grated nutmeg and, 
if desired, a dessertspoonful of cream or 
fresh milk; stir this over the fire steadily 
with a wooden spoon till the eggs turn to a 
thick cream. Serve on hot toast. Peas, as- 
paragus tops, chopped ham or bacon, mush- 
rooms, truffles, etc., previously slightly 
tossed in butter and made hot can severally 
be added to the scrambled eggs just before 
turning them out of the saucepan. 


Carried Liver. 


Heat some butter in a saucepan (in the 


proportion of 2 ounces of butter to every 
bait pound of liver). Cut the liver in 
small thin pieces aud let it simmer iu the 
butter slowly for four minutes. To this 
add a tablespoonful of flour, a pinch of 
cayenne, salt to taste and a teaspoonf ill of 
curry powder (these are the quantit ^ for 
a half pound of meat).

PERFUMES. 


Scarce of Ozone In the Atmosphere—The 


Odor of Spicoa and 
JETlowers—How to 


Avoid Colds—Kemedy If or Nose Bleed. 
Dr. Awlers of Philadelphia a few years 


ago made the interesting discovery that 
the ozone in the atmosphere, the element 
which is the great purifier, was mainly 
supplied from blooming flowers, and for 
this reason blooming plants were health- 
ful in dwelling houses as well as attract- 
ive. 
Some interesting experiments with 


the odors.,pf flowers have been made in the 
old world, and it is found that many species 
of microbes are destroyed bv^various odors. 


The odor of cloves has been known to de- 


stroy these minute creatures in 25 minutes; 
cinnamon will kill some species in 13 min- 
utes; ttyme in 35. In 45 minutes tho com- 
mon wild verbena is found effective, while 
the odor of Borne geranium flowers has de- 
stroy ed various forms of microbes in 50 
minutes. The essence of cinnamon is said 
to destroy the typhoid fever microbe in 12 
minutes and is recorded as the most effect- 
ive of all odors as an antiseptic. It is now 
believed, says Meehan's Monthly, that flow- 
ers which are found in Egyptian mummies 
were placed there more for their antiseptic 
properties than as mere ornaments or ele- 
ments in sentimental work. 


How to Avoid Colds. 


A writer in the Providence Journal advo- 


cates a practice for avoiding colds which 
has at least the merit of being very easy to 
try. He says: For many years my occupa- 
tion took me to crowded political and labor 
meetings, generally held in. rooms destitute 
of any means of ventilation. The heat was 
intense, the air fetid and poisonous. I have 
left such meetings bathed in perspiration 
and plunged into the chill of a winter's 
night, thereby running the risk of catching 
the severest cold. Yet, strange to say, I 
enjoyed a singular immunity from such ag- 
gravating ailments. At the first touch of 
cold air I took a d^eep inspiration and then 
held my breath for half a minute, in the 
meantime walking as fast as I could. Dur- 
ing that half minute the pores of the skin 
•were closed against the chilling atmos- 
phere, and by the time the lungs called for 
remvigoration the body had considerably 
cooled and the risk of a chill was over. 


I recommend this practice to public 


speakers, vocalists, entertainers and those 
who are obliged to frequent unduly heated 
rooms. In my own case the practice never 
failed, and although ,1 fully believed in its 
value I never understood the reason of it 
until a learned scientist,came forward with 
the remarkable theory that while holding 
the breath the skin could be maintained 
impenetrable to the sting of the bee. 


Two Practical Points. 


Beds when occupied should not be placed 


with one side clo.se tp the wall. In this po- 
sition the sleeper's breath is thrown back 
and inhaled again, a-, most pernicious prac- 
tice. Another objeqtion is possible damp- 
ness from the walls. Let there be a free 
circulation of air ajLsround the bed, espe- 
cially if there ore two occupants. 


The temperature of a room should not be 


above 70 degrees F., and 68 is even better. 
An eminent physician says that furnace 
heat has as mtich to do as anything with 
killing our people. 


Remedy For Bleeding at tile Nose. 


Some one affirms that a perfectly sure 


remedy for bleeding at the nose is to move 
the jaws rapidly. If a person who is suf- 
fering from severe hemorrhage of this char- 
acter will chew gum vigorously for a minute 
or two, the bleeding will entirely cease, and 
it is important for him to keep some gum in 
his pocket, so that when the feeling of full- 
ness which precedes the renewal of attack 
comes on he can avert the danger. 


Resting the 12yes. 


It is said that in the continued use of the 


eyes, in such work as sewing, typesetting, 
bookkeeping, reading and studying, the 
saving point is looking up from the work 
at short intervals and looking around the 
room. This may be practiced every 10 or 
15 minutes. 
This relieves the muscular 


tension, rests the eyes and makes the blood 
supply much better. 


The Christmas Box. 


The origin of the term "Christmas box" 


as applied to donations of Christmas spend- 
ing money is uncertain, though antiqua- 
rians generally seem to think that it was 
derived from the custom of placing money 
for masses to be said or sung on Christmas 
day—therefore "Christ masses"—in a box, 
Which from this use was called a Christ 
mass box, a term gradually corrupted to 
Christmas box and finally applied to all 
tnoney given as a Christmas gratuity. 


The Ifule Sheaf. 


Christmas is observed with great enthusi- 


asm in the snowy northlaud of Sweden. 
The celebration proper extends over four 
days, beginning on the 24th ot the month'. 
A beautitul custom is that of raising a 
large sheaf of grain on the top of a polo 
above the house for the wild birds to feast 
upon. It is said that no peasant will sit 
ilown to his Christmas dinner until the 
yule sheaf-is lifted in place for the birds in 
the snow outside. 


Althovigh vre celebrate Deo. 25 as Christ- 


mas, it is not precisely known on what day 
Christ was torn. The Greek church asserts 
that it occurred on the night of Jan. 5, and 
they celebrate Jan. 6 as the day. How- 
ever, it is the momentous event that we 
celebrate, and that may be done as well on 
one day as another.

HYGENIC VALUE OF THE BEST 


PERFUMES. 


Source o£ Ozone In the Atmosphere—The 


Odor ot" SpLcos and Tlowurs—Ho\v to 
Avoid Colds— .Remedy For Nose Bleed.-' 
Dr. Anders of Philadelphia a few years 


ago made the interesting discovery that 
the ozone in the atmosphere, the element 
which is the great purifier, was mainly 
supplied from, blooming flowers, and for 
this reason blooming plants were health- 
ful in dwelling houses as well as attract- 
ive. 
Some interesting experiments with 


the odorSjgf flowers have been mode in the 
old world, and it ia found that many species 
of microbes are destroyed bv,varioua odors. 


The odor of cloves has been known to de- 


stroy these minute creatures in 25 minutes; 
cinnamon will kill aome species in 12 min- 
utes; thyme in 35. In 45 minutes the com- 
mon wild verbena ie found effective, while 
the odor of some geranium flowers has de- 
stroyed various forms of microbes In 50 
minutes. The essence of cinnamon is said 
to destroy the typhoid fever microbe in 12 
minutes and is recorded as the most effect- 
ive of all odors as an antiseptic. It is now 
believed, says Meenan's Monthly, that flow- 
ers which are found in Egyptian mummies 
were placed there more for their antiseptic 
properties than as mere ornaments or ele- 
ments in sentimental work. 


How to Avoid Colds. 


A writer in the Providence Journal advo- 


cates a practice for avoiding colds which 
has at least the merit ot being very easy to 
try. 
He says: For many years my occupa- 


tion took me to crowded political and labor 
meetings, generally held in rooms destitute 
of any means of ventilation. The heat was 
intense, the air fetid and poisonous. I have 
left such meetings bathed in perspiration 
and plunged into the chill of a winter's 
night, thereby running the risk of catching 
the severest cold. Yet, strange to say, I 
enjoyed a singular immunity from such ag- 
gravating ailments. At the first touch, of 
cold air I took a d,eep inspiration and then 
held my breath for half a minute, in the 
meantime walking as fast as I could. Dur- 
ing that half minute the pores of the skin 
were closed against the chilling atmos- 
phere, and by the time the lungs called for 
reinvigoration the body had considerably 
cooled and the risk of a chill was over. 


I recommend this practice to public 


speakers, vocalists, entertainers and those 
who are obliged to frequent unduly heated 
rooms. In iny own case the practice never 
failed, and although tl fully believed in its 
value I never understood the reason of it 
until a learned scientist.came forward with 
the remarkable theory that while holding 
the breath the skin could be maintained 
Impenetrable to the sting of the bee. 


Two Practical Points. 


Beds when occupied should not be placed 


with one side close to the wall. In this po- 
sition the sleeper's breath is thrown back 
and inhaled again, a-most pernicious prac- 
tice. Another objection is possible damp- 
ness from the walls. Let there be a free 
circulation of air.-a4Laround the bed, espe- 
cially if there are two occupants. 


Tlie temperature of a room should not be 


above 70 degrees .F., and 68'is even better. 
An eminent physician says that furnaca 
heat has as much to do as anything with 
killing our people. 


Bcmedy For Blcedine at tile Nose. 


Some one affirms that a perfectly sura 


remedy for bleeding at the nose is to move 
the jaws rapidly. If a person who is suf- 
fering from severe hemorrhage of this char- 
acter will chew gum vigorously for a minute 
or two, the bleeding will entirely cease, and 
it is important for him to keep some gum in 
his pocket, so that when the feeling of full- 
ness which precedes the renewal oi attack 
comes on he can avert the danger. 


Besting the Eyes. 


It is said that in the continued use of the 


eyes, in such work as sewing, typesetting, 
bookkeeping, reading and studying, the 
saving p'oint is looking up from the work 
at short intervals and looking around the 
room. This may be practiced every 10 or 
15 minutes. . This relieves the muscular 
tension, rests the eyes and makes the blood 
supply much better. 


The Christmas Box. 


The origin of the term "Christmas box" 


as applied to donations of Christmas spend- 
ing money is uncertain, though antiqua- 
rians generally seem-to think that it was 
derived from the custom of placing money 
for mosses to be said or sung on Christmas 
day—therefore "Christ masses"—in a box, 
which from this use was called a Christ 
mass box, a term gradually corrupted to 
Christmas box and finally applied to all 
tnoney given as a Christmas gratuity.

The celebration proper extends over four 
days, beginning on the 34th of the month'.
